The bond declares 
that “it is hereby certified that the Irish 
Republic is indebted unto James Murphy, 
or bearer, in the sum of ten dollars, re- 
deemable six months after the acknow- 
ledgement of the Independence of the 
Irish Nation, with interest from the date 
hereof inclusive at six per cent. per 
annum, payable on presentation of this 
bond at the Treasury of the Irish 
Republic.’’ The date is St. Patrick's 
Day, 1866. The bond has the signature 
of John O'Mahony, “ Agent for the Irish 
Republic,’’ and it is endorsed with the 
autogranh signatures of James Stephens 


and Richard O’ Mahony.

The report that tunny fish have been 
seen in the North Sea is certain to attract 
a number of sportsmen who go in for real 
“big” fishing to the Yorkshire waters. 
Furopean tunny rarely leave the Medi- 
terranean, although this enormous fish is 
well-known in the Pacific and off the coast 
of Nova Scotia. They pursue herring shoals 
on which they feed. and they have been 
known to travel at 60 miles per hour. 
The tunny belongs to the mackerel family. 
Jt is really a gigantic mackerel, up to ten 
feet in length and sometimes weighing 
more than half a ton. The fish are 
usually caught by nets arranged in a 
funnel-like form. They enter the wide 
mouth of the net and are gradually driven 
to the narrow end, where they are killed 
by spears and harpoons. But the more 
exciting sport is fishing for them by rod 
and line. The North Sea is reputed to be 
specially warm this season, which mav 
account for the presence of the tunny fish. 


A Fishy Gale. 


Fishing invariably suggests anglers’ 
stories, and here J am reminded of a tale 
told by a friend of mine. He was in the 
company of some Americans, who were dis- 
cussing an account which had been written 
of a tunny fishing expedition in New 
Jersey waters. One gentleman was dwell- 
ing with nasal and monotonous emphasis 
on the size of the fish which were caught 
and also on the relative proportions of the 
bait which it had been necessary to use. 
As the account progressed, the fish became 
larger and larger until the capacity for 
wonder of the listeners became almost 
exhausted. At length, in relating the 
capture of a 1,000Ib. tunny, the American 
gentleman stated that one of the fishermen 
in the expedition was, unfortunately, put 
out of action through having been severely 
mauled by the bait.

THE TRAMWAYS STRIKE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—l think the thanks of the public are 
due to you for your series of leaders re this 
very troublesome business. Í do not know 
who your correspondent, “ Scrutator,’’ is, 
but he appears to many to be talking per- 
fectly sound sense. As you, sir, have pointed 
out, the public have sympathy with both 
sides, as the position has arisen from the 
very sudden development of motor transport 
(possibly the Dublin United Tramways Com. 
pany are to blame for not having anticipated 
this); but 1 entirely agree that there is a 
very strong case to be made for the abolition 
both of way-leaves and rates. All the con- 
tracts entered into by the Dublin United 
iramways Company as to way-leaves, etc., 
are really based on the assumption that they 
were yetting a monopoly of cheap high-speed 
transport in and about the City of Dublin. 

There are certain conditions under which 
contracts are valid, and others in which they 
are not. ‘Two conditions of invalidity appear 
to apply in this case—(l) that a contract 
made against public interest in invalid; and 
(2) that’ where there is no consideration 
there is no contract. lo plead the first 
might be regarded by pedants as begging the 
question, but as to the second it would 
appear that the consideration for which the 
[ramways Company are paying so much 
money has vanished, and that, Thicedive, in 
equity, the contract or contracts should cease 
to exist. 

In concluson, I should like to emphasise 
the point made by Mr. Hubbard Clark that 
immediate action is necessary, Should this 
strike continue. it is quite obvious that both

SIR,— You were good enough to publish a 
letter of mine in the /rish Times of the 19th 
inst Valuable suggestions, supported by 
figures, have been made by others as to 
possible solutions of the tramway difficulty, 
chiefly in the direction of abatement of the 
present onerous charges for way-leaves and 
maintenance, Altogether or in part such pro- 
posals I supported in principle in my letter, 
and from that standpoint I write again. 

The tramway company is not getting at 
present the advantages which were the basis 
of the contracts entered into by it a few 
years ago with the Corporation and the town- 
ships. 

Even if it was generally agreed that relief 
should be given, as suggested by your cor- 
respondents, inquiry as to such a scheme 
would mean some weeks or months of delay. 
Conflicting interests and views would have to 
be reconciled. If omnibuses, even in the 
distant future, are to replace trams, it must 
be by a system similar in arganisation, regu- 
lation, public comfort and convenience to 
that of the tramway system which they re- 
place. The present haphazard system of ’bus 
introduction for Dublin and suburbs must 
cease. The tramways run under Board of 
Trade control; so must a centralised and con- 
solidated "bus system of the future. 

In London, where the 'bus system is very 
perfect, the authorities, a few years ago, 
recognised the demoralising competition 
which was springing up, with its attendant 
dangers to the public, and put an end to it; 
so that the service is now in the hands of a 
very few financially sound, highly organised 
and disciplined systems. We have had such 
a system in the Dublin Tramway Company's 
service. Let us see that we have it in the 
future in whatever system may replace it. 

In the matter of 'buses the tramway com- 
pany already has given evidence of the stan- 
dard which it considers necessary. A few 
other owners have demonstrated what they 
cons:der to be their obligations to the public, 
but in all other cases the standard is below 
what the public should insist on having, and 
cannot form the basis of a future systern. 
Unlimited competition, with its risks, must 
be put an end to: 

One hesitates to make suggestions in the 
absence of knowledge as to what may have 
already been attempted by the Government 
department concerned to bring the tramway 
dispute to an end. 

One thing, however, certain—namely, 
that the Government now has an opportunity 
of laying the foundation for a future carry- 
ing system, for however long the tramway 
system 1s to continue, or however near may 
be the transition from tramway to omnibus. 

May | suggest: that the Government should 
at once intervene on the following terms :— 

(a) Tramway men to resume work at once 
at same rates of pay as before recent stop- 
page. The fact that a company has passed 
an interim dividend as a precautionary 
measure does not mean that its funds are 
exhausted, 

(b} The Government to set up a commis- 
sion of enquiry at once to consider the ques- 
tion of transport by public conveyances in 
the Dublin district, with a guarantee to the 
tramway company that trams will be pro- 
tected from unfair competition in those dis- 
tricts in which its contracts run, and given 
priority of claim in such districts for licensing 
of omnibuses when it may be necessary or 
desirable in future to supplement existing 
tramway services by omnibuses. 

(c) The questions of way-leaves, charges, 
etc., and all other questions of transport, 
can be gone into by the commission without 
hasty consideration and with a view to the 
future, 

(d) Pending the report of the commission, 
the issue of licences for new omnibuses to be 
suspended in the Dublin district.—Yours, 
etc., ‘* OBSERVER.”

Sirn,—l am interested in ‘bus transport, 
and have followed your articles, etc., closely. 
With your permission, 1 will make some 
comments. 

‘‘Serutator’s’’ plan would be merely a 
temporary expedient; it would not solve the 
trafic problem; and the ‘‘ Tram ” strike is 
really a traffic problem. 

‘A Student of Transport’’ cites some in- 
accurate figures. ‘The correct number of 
“trams (set out in the last balance sheet) is 
512. and that divided into, even, £84,000 
would give a “ taxation’’ of £270 per car. In 
your interview with Mr. Marshall Harriss on 
July 23rd, 1929, he indicates that trams seat 
70 persons At ‘bus tax rate (£5 per seat) 
they would each pay £350 per annum. But 
do the Tram Company really pay £23,000 
per annum for ‘rates on the company’s 
tracks.”’. I do not believe one word of it; 
there no such item in the balance sheet, 
and Í am amazed that this and some other 
figures should be. apparently, accepted by the 
frish Times. The figure of £46,000 “for 
maintenance of street surfaces’’ includes the 
cost of renewing the actual track. But the 
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track is as necessary to the wheels of the tram 
as the tyre to the wheel of the ‘bus. 

Councillor Murphy, Blackrock, also figures 
inaccurately. The ‘tram Company do not pay 
“between £45,000 and 000 for way- 
leaves.” They pay £13,431. He implies that 
the Tram Company maintain the roads “from 
channel to channel.’’ They do not. 

There is an aspect of the situation which 
should not be overlooked. Passengers on the 
Dalkey and Bray routes are only slightly 
inconvenienced. That means that there has 
been going on the most outrageous waste 
imaginable. 1 calculate that the proper regu- 
lation of inland transport would reduce our 
imports by £100,000 per annum. 

May I say that with minor alterations the 
roposal of “‘A Reluctant Pedestrian’ might 
hats been put forward by me? The only, 
and ultimate rolutions lie along the lines 
suggested by him, or by means of “external 
association” of transport companies controlled 
or guided by a Traffic Board. 

I am profiting by the strike. 
the natural, normal, and permanent profits 
which should accrue from useful services 
efficiently rendered to the unnatural and 
transient profits arising out of other people's 
misfortunes.— Yours, etc.,

Srr,—Not everyone can take Juvenal’s 
advice and establish himself fifty miles away 
in the country, near a good main line train 
service, thus escaping an inferno of 
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from 
homicidal ’bus drivers and suicidal cyclists. 
Hence the problem to the solution of which I 
would like to add one or two constructive 
suggestions. 

1 agree with ‘‘ Artifex’’ in holding that 
the problem cannot be solved except as part 
of the larger problem of national and metro- 
politan transport reorganisation. In the 
the suggestions of a ‘ Reluctant 
Pedestrian ” are thoroughly sound, and the 
eventual solution will be found along those 
lines. 

Only two policies, apart from the present 
policy of drift, are possible. There must be 
either fair competition or local monopoly re- 
gulated in the public interest, with due re- 
gard to the interests of shareholders and 
workers. As between ‘buses and tramways 
fair competition can be secured either by 
making the *buses pay a passenger seating 
tax equivalent to the £400 per car per annum 
now borne in another form by the Tramway 
Company or by remitting portion of the 
£84,000 per annum now paid by the Tramway 
Company in such a way as to make the real 
burden on the seating capacity of tramears 
equivalent to the present tax on the seating 
capacity of *buses. The lighter burden of tax 
now borne by ‘buses is, in fact, a concealed 
subsidy, and equity suggests that either no 
subsidy should be made to either form of 
transport or an equivalent subsidy to both 

The policy of subsidising the tramways by 
a remission of way-leave payments, apar' 
from the ratepayers’ natural objection, is 
objectionable on the ground that it 
differentiates unfairly against the two big 
railway companies which are still an im- 
portant, but now rather overlooked, element 
in the machiuery of suburban transport. 

Reluctant Pedestrian’s’’ scheme for a 
gigantic public utility transport company 
would be altogether admirable if the railways 
were given their proper place in it. 

People who live along the Dalkey tram 
line know that there are two well-defined 
kinds of passenger traffic on that line. There 
are those who must rush into town in the 
early morning, and there are the more 
leisurely people who can afford to meande: 
slowly into town by tram, and prefer doing 
so. 

The train can come from Kingstown o1 
Blackrock in a little over ten minutes. Fan- 
wise from those rail heads a system of 
“feeder ’’ “buses should bring people from 
the inland parts to these points of departure, 
and sbitiedty a series of buses should await 
trains at Westland Row and bring people into 
the heart of the citv. The tram would be 
left in solitary possession of the Dalkey tram 
route. If this system of co-operation were 
adopted, people living in Sallynoggin or 
Kill o' the Grange would get to O'Connell 
Bridge just as quickly as they now do by 
‘bus, and would kill fewer persons on the 
way. 

This suggestion is only bv way of illustra- 
tion. It is a counsel of perfection at present. 
The only thing that matters is to constitute 
an amalgamated company having a monopoly 
of all forms of passenger traffic within the 
(rreater Dublin area, and then obvious 
financial considerations will co-ordinate all 
forms of metropolitan transport more effec- 
tively than any Minister” of Transport could

Sir,—During the © last days 
Trish T'imea has devoted considerable 
to a discussion concerning means for a settle 
ment of the present lamentable tramway, 
strike. One fact emerges from the discussion, 
and that is that the present stoppage is the 
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divest outcome of conditions over which 


neither the company nor their employés can 
xercise the control sufficient to effect an 
uitable agreement. The strike must not be 
lowed to continue one hour longer than 1s 
necessary, because every day increases the 
inconvenience it is causing to the general 
ublic, the loss of wages to the men, and the 
Lá of revenue to the company- — — 4. 

Nothing but a thorough reorganisation ol 
the finances of the Tramway Company and a 
comprehensive system of transport contro] 
can bring about an enduring settlement. 
Much time and attention, therefore, are 
essential to alter the circumstances at present 
existent. To allow the strike to continue 
while such reorganisation is taking place 
would be disastrous to all the interests 
involved, and would have an adverse effect 
on the business of shopkeepers, triders and 
places of amusement. 

Faced with such facts, common-sense 
dictates a resumption of work while a remedy 
is being found for the real causes of the pr 
sent rupture. Might it be suggested that 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce im 
mediately call a conference of representatives 
of the Tramway Company, the mens union 
and the Dublin Commissioners to discuss the 
possibility of a resumption of services, pend 
ing the result of a commission to frame suit- 
able regulations for the control of transport, 
first in Dublin, and then throughout the 
whole of the Free State? Any such com 
mission as suggested here should include all 
the civic and publie interests affected, and, 
operating under Government auspices, b 
given every time and other facility for its ali 
important work. It seems hardly necessary 
to add that the various sections of organised 
labour affected coming within tts 
survey should be given due representation. 

While the commission would be arriving at 
a solution of the transport question In Dublin 
the Dublin United ‘Tramways Company 
should receive the following assistance :- 

Reduction of way-leaves to the extent of 
24 per cent, of the computed amount of the 
proposed 10 per cent. reduction in wages. 

A Government subsidy of an amount equa) 
above. 

This leaves 5 per cent. to be disposed of 
This amount to be divided between the 
company and the men. It would mean 1 
temporary cut in. wages of 2} per cent. fo 
the men at present on strike. 

The commission suggested would be in a 
position to review the whole question of pay 
ments by the Tramway Company to the city 
authorities by way of way-leaves, mainten- 
ance rates, charges. 

It is not suggested that the sacrifice 9 
25 per cent, hy the tramway employes shou!d 
prejudice ‘their claims at a final settlement. 
The workers represent the interest that 
least afford a permanent reduction. The

MARKETING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—Lieutenant-Commander Brickenden a 
letter on the above subject in your issue Ol 
the 17th inst. seems to be not only vague, but 
misleading In the first place, he omits to 
inform us of the period in which the increases 
took piace, nor dues he say on what years the 
compurisous are based. Again, he does not 
make it clear if the figures he gives are the 
total exports from the countries enumerated, 
or mereiy that portion exported into Great 
sritain. Tois omission is important in view 
of the fact that, while practically 100 per cent, 
of the eggs exported from the Free State go 
to Great Britain. France and these other 
countries export their eggs to other countries 
in Europe. 

Further, the average prices paid ‘‘ during 
the same period,’’ whatever that may be, are 
most misleading. Take the first on the list— 
Australia. It well known that Australia 
only exports to Britain during the three or 
four months of the winter when the prices are 
very high. The same applies to Canada and 
Amertca, while the lish Free State exports 
all the year round. In the case of Denmark, 
exports to Britain during the spring 
months, wher prices are low, are small com- 
pared with those of the winter months. The 
Danes large quantity of their 
spring and. the extra cost of storing 
these e for six to months should be 
taken the average price viven. 

If correspondent would give us the 
increase in total exports from the various 
countries to all places over, say, a period of 
the last five years, and also the average price 
for same over the whole year, we have 
doubt the position thus disclosed would 
justify the optimism in your editorial. 

We have been exporting eggs to Great 
Britain over sixty vears, and have 
hesitation in stating that the marketing, 
average price and quality of Free State ecgs 
has improved year by year, but more espe- 
cially since the introduction of the recent Exg

One patient in every three admitted to the 
Eye, Ear and Throat Hospital, Derry, last 
year came from Donegal County, and the 
total amount received from all sources in 
the county was only £162, or an average of 
1s. 2d. per day for 2,682 days’ treatment. 

The hospital authorities consider that in 
the circumstances there should be a larger 
coutribution from the Free State, and, in a 
letter which was read at the monthly meeting 
of the Donegal Board of Health yesterday 
the Secretary of the institution said that he

It was now about a year since the question 
of such a grant was first put before the 
Minister by the unanimous vote of the Board 
of Heaith. The long delay and the promise 
of coming legisiation was not very hopeful, 
and, in the opinion of the Secretary, might 
lead to a rather unpleasant situation 


QUESTION DERRY MAY ASK. 


The hospital had a waiting list of two 
hundred, and, in view of the fact that the 
bulk of its income came from local subscrip- 
tions, from investments of bequests left by 
former Derry citizens, from the grant of 
£150 from the Derry Corporation and the 
Derry, County Council, some of the local 
applicants for admission might ask why they 
should not have preference. 

The Hospitai Committee thanked the Board 
of Health for their efforts to obtain sanction 
for the grant; and enclosed a copy of a 
civeular which was sent Jast September to the 
clergy (about 130) of all denominations in 
Donegal appealing for funds for the hospital. 
The poupital secretary regretted to say that 
it was absolutely barren of result. They did 
not. receive cven one reply or response of 
any kid, 

Apart from the circular, however, the com- 
mittee gratefully acknowledged ten guineas 
from the Rev. Father McGeown, parish 
priest of Carndonagh, ds the result of a 
collection in his church. 

The members of the Board of Health, 
having “paid glowing tributes to the Derry 
hospital and ‘ts free work for the poor, no 
matter from whence they came, decided to 
call npon the Free State Ministry again to 
sanction the grant.

BAKERS’ HOURS. 


SHORTER WORKING 
SUGGESTED. 


The hours which bakers should work was 
a subject discussed at the second day's con- 
ference, at Manchester yesterday, of the 
Amatgamated Union of Operative Bakers, 
Confectioners and Allied Workers. The 
Executive Council submitted a report which 
stated that hundreds of smo!l employers were 
going out of business, squeezed out by the 
competition of the large factory owner. There 
could’ be little doubt that a legal forty-eight 
hour week, covermg both men and women, 
wonld do a great deal to remove unemploy- 
ment, in the indastry. 

‘It as nothing short of a scandal,”’ stated 
the report, “ That wnder an old Act of 
Parliament women are: allowed to ‘work 
seventy-four hours a week. Unscrupylous 
employers in every large centre are still work- 
ing operative bakers at excessive hours, while 
other men are walking the streets unable to 
gat 2 job.” 

Mr. J. Cook (Notts) introduced a motion, 
which was adopted, calling upon members to 
work for a fortyfour hours week.

THE NORTH SEA 
COLLISION, 


INQUEST ON WIRELESS 
OPERATOR. 


- 


The story of the sinking of the Spanish 
steamer Ogono in the North Sea on Sunday 
was told yesterday at the’ inquest at Grimsby 
on the wireless operator, Norberto Guitierrez, 
whose body is the only. one recovered of the 
fourteen members of the Spanish crew who 
lost their lives. 

Eduardo Ugalra, second mate of the 
Ogono, said that he was on the bridge with 
the captain and saw the lights of a ship 
about five miles away. He kept on his 
course, waiting for the approaching ship to 
go to starboard. The other ship kept on its 
course, and when three-quarters of a mile 
away he saw its port light. When the ship 
would be about a quarter of a mile away he 
saw the starboard light. Realising the danger 
of a collision he put his wheel hard to star- 
board, but the other vessel struck him aft on 
the portside. He at cnce ran to the wireless 
operators cabin and told him to send a 
message for heip, but he did not think he 
would have had time todo so before the ship 
sank. All the Ogono’s navigation lights were 
burning at the time of the collision. 

Henry Gardner, mate of the King’s Cross, 
said that it was an exceptionally dark night. 
He did not sce the lights of an approaching 
ship. The first he saw was the black mass of 
a ship loom up before him. He ported his 
helm, but a collision occurred. He tried to 
keep the nose of the King’s Cross in the 
Ogono in order to keep her up, but after 
striking her port quarter the tug glided off, 
and the Ogono sank in five or six minutes. 

Answering questions by Mr. N. V. Ibbson, 
who represented the owners and underwr‘ters 
of the Ogono, Gardner said that he did not 
hold any certificates. He did not hear any 
whistle sounded nor did he sound the tug’s 
whistle. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict that death 
Was due to shock from exposure, due to the 
sinking of the ship as the result of a collision. 
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MENTAL HOSPITAL FOR 
LOUTH. 
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CONFERENCE REGARDING 
FINANCIAL ADJUSTMENT. 

A conference was held yesterday afternoon 
in the Department of Local Government and 
Public Health, Custom House, Dublin, be- 
tween representatives of the Councils that 
administer the affairs of Grangegorman and 
Portrane Mental Hospitals, with the object 
of ascertaining whether an agreement could 
be reached as to the finangal adjustment 
which will have to be made when County 
Louth separates from the joint district prior 
to establishing a mental hospital at Ardee. 

Mr. E P. McCarron, Secretary of the De- 
partment of Local Government and Public 
Health, presided, and the following delegates 
were present :— 

County Louth—Messrs. James T. McGee, 
Chairman of the Louth Co. Council: T. F. 
McGahon, Vice-Chairman, do., and Mr. Matt 
Campbell, M.C.C. 

Dublin County Borough—Dr, W. C. Dwyer 
and Mr. P. J. Hernon. 

Dublin County Council—Messrs. J. J. Shiel 
and P. Belton. 

Wicklow County Council—Mr. C: M. Byrne. 

Messrs. Gerald J. Sherlock, Dublin Town 
Clerk: Dr. J. O'Connor Donelan. R.MS.. 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital, and Mr. J. J 
Doyle, Chief Clerk, were in attendance. 

The proceedings were conducted in private, 
and lasted nearly three hours, ahd at the con- 
clusion a report was supplied to the Press. 

Mr. McCarron explained to the conference 
that it was not expected that their members 
would come to an agreement as to the sum 
to be paid to Louth. It was desired at the 
present stage to see what measure of arree- 
ment could be reached on the principles to 
be applied in making financial adjustment. 
The question of s¢paration was not open to 
discussion, as the Minister had decided: last 
year to accede to the application of the 
County Council to have Louth created a 
Lit district, and the Council had already 
taken steps to obtain a suitable design for a 
mental hospital. 

Financial adjustment became. necessary by 
reason Qf the fact that County Louth would, 
on separation, no longer have the right to use 
Grangezorman Mental Hospital, and would 
give up accommodation to the other three 
areas. For this compensation was claimed, 
but against such compensation should be set 
County Louth’s share of all existing liabili- 
ties. County Louth claimed ten per cent. 
of the estimated value of all the property, 
less County Louth’s liabilities for pensions 
and loans 

The Dublin City Commissioners presented 
a memorandum of the grounds on which thev 
regarded the claim as excessive. 

The conference then proceeded to discuss 
the valuation upon which County Louth’s 
claim was based: the proportion of the ten 
per cent. on which, according to the claim. 
assets and liabilities should be divided: 
County Louth’s liabilities for outstanding 
loans: existing pensions; liabilities in respect 
of remuneration, and prospective pensions to 
existing officers, and. the effect of the division 
of the district on the numbers of the staff of 
Grangegorman and Portrane institutions. 

The Minister will, in due course, make an 
order separating County Louth from the joint 
district and a supplementary draft order 
settling the financial adjustment. 

Before a final order is made the bodies con 
cerned will have an ovportunity of putting 
their views formally before the Department.

Irishmen in all parts of the world have 
been noted for their thrift and many other 
qualities. Yet another case has come to light 
to bear witness to the fact. 

News has been received in Greenock of the 
death of an Irishman named Thomas Neasy, 
aged seventy, at Blackstaff, Inniskeen, County 
Monaghan, and it has been revealed that he 
owned many properties in Greenock, although 
he was generally thought to be & poor man. 


BELIEVED TO BE A POOR MAN. 

From 1882, in which year he came to 
Greenock, where he was employed in the local 
gas works as a pipe jointer, Neasy lived in a 
single ‘apartment house in one of the poorer 
distriets, and from his general demeanour and 
appearance was not thought to have heen 
ossessed of any worldiy goods. His death 
“we now brought to light the fact that not 
only did he own the house in which he lived. 
but ‘that ‘he owned big properties in sia 
streets in Greencck, and, in addition. to this. 
a small farm in Ireland. During the time of 
his employment from 1882 until his retiremen: 
on pension in 1920 the deceased saved money 
consistently, and, as he did not marry, he was 
able out of his small wages to buy the tene- 
ment in which he lived. One purchase fol. 
lowed another until he had become a wealthy 
man. 

A VISIT HOME. 

Two years ago he left Greenock to visit 
Ireland, and was taken ill during his stay. 

An /rish Times representative who made 
inquiries in the district ascertained that 
Thomas Neasy had heen living at Blackstaff, 
Inniskeen, for the last few years with his 
brother, James Neasy. He had been in fail- 
ing health for most of the time, and died last 
week, and was buried in the local graveyard 
on Friday last. 

There ‘is no definite. information as to the 
value of the property left by the deceased 
man, and the general «pinion locally is that 
the family of James Neasy have been left 
“very well off.” It is also stated that 
another brother, who does not reside in the 
Inniskeen district, has been left a share of 
the fortune.

SEQUEL TO CHILD'S DEATH 
IN €0. WEXFORD. 


ISSUE OF RED TICKETS 
IN NEW ROSS.

At the monthly meeting of the Co. Wex- 
ford Board of Health in Enniscorthy, Mr. 
M. J. Jordan, T.D., Chairman, presiding, 
considerable time was taken up with the 
consideration of .complaints which had been 
made against two of the board's dispensary 
medical officers, Dr. Ryan, Taghmon, and 
Dr Ann:e Kehoe, New Ross, and the doctors’ 
replies to the complaints, 

William Brett, Carrig View, Murrintown, 
wrote as follows:—‘ Dr, Ryan, dispensary 
doctor, Taghmon, was attending my daughter 
for some time for swollen legs. He ordered 
hot poultices, and his orders were strictly 
carried out. One of the child’s legs broke, 
and sne was kept in bed. On July 19th my 
wife noticed a rash on the child’s body, I 
got a red ticket, and cycled to Dr. Ryan at 
5.45 p.m. Dr. Ryan refused to come, because 
the ticket was not in before 12 noon. 

“On July 20th, at 4 p.m., Dr. Ryan came 
to my ‘house. e said the child should be in 
hospital, but it was too late to get the 
ambulance. He did not visit her again until 
Monday, July 22nd. He said she should be 
in hosmtal, and that he had a car, and 
would take her away at once. I asked him 
if it would be dangerous to move her in a 
hired motor car after hot poultices being put 
on her so often. His remarks were that she 
should go to hosp'tal at on a. 

"We had to carry her in a blanket a good 
distance to the car. He brought her to New 
Ross Hospital, where she died on Friday, 
July 26th. My house was not disinfected: for 
nine days afterwards, although there were 
other children there.” í 

DR RYAN’S REPLY. 

The Secretary said that he sent the com- 
plaint to Dr. Ryan, who had replied as 
follows :---‘* It is quite true that I was attend- 
ing Elizabeth Brett, aged 15 years, since 
March last for sores, anemia and amenorr- 
hota. She was greatly debilitated, and I had 
previously attended her for other ailments. 
William Brett came to me with a red ticket 
on Julv 19th, abou’ 5 p.m., and said the girl 
had a sore leg and a rash out. He made no 
remark about her throat. Knowing the case 
as I did, I did not see anything in the 
symptoms to cause uneasiness. I said, as | 
had been out that way already that day, and 
it was late in the evening, I would prescribe 
for her, and visit the case next day. 

‘*T did not refuse to go and see the case, 
and Brett did not ask me to go. He did not 
appear to consider that there was any urgent 
need for me to go. On the following morn- 
ing I had to go to Lambstown, and on my 
return 1 motored as near as I could go to 
Brett’s house.

“I finished the dispensary and went im- 
mediately by motor. When I saw her 1 came 
to the conclusion that she was a case for the 
fever hospital, and 1 brought her there !m- 
mediately in the car in which I travelled 
myself, She was well covered. On arrival 
at the hospital J ordered an injection of anti 
dipitheria serum immediately. 

“From first to last took the.best steps 
to save the girl’s life. I am confident her 
removal to hospital was in no way prejudicial 
to her life. Knowing the girl's condition and 
history as I do I beheve that under any 
circumstances diphtheria would have been 
fatal in her case.”

Various theories of the cause of the explo- 
sion at the Milfraen Colliery were advanced 
during the resumed joint inquest and Govern- 
ment inquiry at Blaenavon yesterday. — 

Anewrin Evans, a collier’s helper, said that 
the defective lamp-found on the scene of the 
explosion was his. He had lent it to another 
man, whose lamp had failed. 

Asked if he ever read the mines-regulatious 
he replied, ‘‘ No, sir, I cannot read. I am 
ignorant,”’ 

W. Morgan, a fireman, was cross- 
examined by Mr. Herbert Smith, President 
of the Miners’ Federation of Great Britain 
Mr. Smith asked him if he thought an opea- 
ing six feet high and eight inches wide at the 
top of a fall was sufficient to ventilate all the 
district. He replied that it did not have 
much effect on the ventilation. 

Mr. Smith—1 put it to you that there was 
a blockage of ventilation affecting gas, and 
men should not have been working beyond 
the fall until it had been secured ?~-1 did not 
know. 

Mr. P. T. Jenkins,’ Mines Inspector, asked 
James Matthews, another fireman-—-Don’t you 
think it sirange that firemen could not find 
gas, and yet enough to kill nine men, can 
accumulate in two hours? Have you evei 
found gas there before’ 

Matthews—Yes, about nine months ago. 

The first witness for the Blaenavon Com- 
pany, Herbert Daniels, an overman, said 
that his theory was that the explosion was 
caused by sparks from the coal cutter or the 
mandrill striking a rail. A third possible 
cause was that a volume of gas had entered 
the ceal cutting seam, and became ignited on 
emission, He thought the rail theory was the 
most likély. Daniels expressed the opinion 
that the coal entter was a dangerous machine.

CONDEMNATION AT INOUEST 
ON GIRL VICTIM. 


The unprotected state of the Strabane Canal 
near the railway bridge was commented upon 
hy the North Tyrone Coroner (Mr. John 
Elliott, solicitor) at the inquest yesterday 
morning on Susan Milligan (13), of Deck 
street, Strabane. He said that during his 
time as Coroner attention had been drawn 
again and again to the necessity of protection 
around the basin, and recommendations had 
been forwarded from many inquests. 

The father of the child said that the place 
was a death trap and should be railed off. 

From the evidence it appeared that shortly 
after five o’clock on the previous evening the 
girl, with some companions, was throwing 
sods at the fishing lines of three girls on the 
other bank, when she fell in. 

John Walshe, Barrack street, Strabane, said 
that a girl named Vera Rouse told him that 
Susan Milligan had fallen into the water. He 
did not see the body in the water, but saw 
bubbles rising. He went for a grappling iron, 
but one had been obtained before he got one, 
and he assisted in the grappling operations 
The water was too deep for htm to go in, as 
he could only swim a little. 3 

District Inspector Walshe, Royal - Ulster 
Constabulary, Strabane, said that if Walshe 
had been plucky enough to have gone in and 
brought the girl to the surface she might 
have been saved by artificial respiration. 

A verdict of accidental drowning was 
returned.

A DUBLIN VISITOR'S 
COMMENTS. 


One wonders whether there is not implied 
irony in the setting of a Bernard Shaw Fes- 
tivall in such a setting as one* finds here, our 
‘Theatre Correspondent remarks, writing from 
Malvern at the opening of the Shaw Festival 
there. This is a city of infinite quiet; no 


rattle of tramcars strikes the ear or irritates 


the nerve, and the only noise of modernity 
is the hum of the touring motor-car or lordly 
bus. Hills and the town are one; the streets 
are just terraces winding about the hills; 
and from the top of Worcestershire Beacon, 
which dominates the town to a height of 
near! fourteen hundred feet, twelve 
of England’s fairest counties cun be seen 

Nothing more peaceful can be imagined, 
and nothing more picturesque. Gardens, 
public and private, abound ; and the scarlet 
of thousands of geraniums gives the only 
suggestion that the author of‘ The Intelligent 
Woman’s Guide to Socialism” is the object 
of a Festival. How far Shaw’s fame has 
carried him from the hated and feared 
revolutionary of twenty years ago may be 
gathered when he is feted here In the quiet 
respectability of Shakespeare s England. 

Malvern is no city of youth ; everything here 
points to the past; and even those gathered 
for the Shaw Festival look backward with 
regret. An old man of eres has just 
heen lamenting that everything has changed 
for the worst; yet he celebrates that Bernard 
Shaw who has done so much to make England 
what it is to-day. 

THE VISITORS. | 

This Festival should have been held in 
Dublin. Bernard Shaw is a Dublin man, 
and Dublin now is a city of youth, which 
needs the tonic influence of this Dublin man, 
who is here being feted by middle-aged 
England, and a host of Americans, who 
might have stepped straight from Main 
Street. The English are devout admirers of 
Shaw; the Americans are in search of 
novelty so that when they get '“ back home " 
they willhave experienced something unusual, 
and can boast accordingly. ‘There are few 
Continentals here; one or two French and 
a larger number of Germans, with a Pole, 
would seem to be about the total. 

There is nothing of the festival atmosphere. 
Only the lavish display of a yellow poster 
which is curiously like the poster of the 
Abbey Theatre is a constant reminder that 
there is a Bernard Shaw Festival at the 
Malvert.

HOPES OF BRITISH 
MYSTERY ‘PLANE. 
WHAT THE PILOT MUST 
ENDURE, 


A speed estimated at anything between 
520 and 350 miles an hour was reached 
over the Solent yesterday by  Flying- 
Officer Atcherley in the super-marine $ 6 
during a practice flight. 

He first taxied the machine for some 
distance from Calshot, and eventually took 
off in the direction of Cowes, over which 
he made a fine banking turn at about 
1,000 feet. 

He flew around Lee-on-Solent, and, 
alter having been in the air for about ten 
minutes, made .a long sloping 
straightening the machine out as he passed 
Calshot, with the throttle apparently fully 
opened. 

After this he made a number of vertical 
banks and turns, and, after being in ‘the 
air for seventeen minutes, made a perfect 
descent. This was his first flight in the 
new machine. 

GOLDEN ARROW’S TEST. 


On the previous day a speed of 340 miles: 


an hour was reached by Flying-Officer 
Waghorn. Amazing though this speed is, 
it is confidently expected that it will be 
surpassed by the new wonder ’plane, 
Gloster-Napier VI., known as the Golder 
Arrow. 

This beautiful monoplane is expected-to 
have her first test flight very soon. She is 
credited with a speed of four hundred 
miles an hour. Squadron-Leader Orlebar, 
the captain of the British team, is to be 
her pilot on the test flight. 

Great things are expected from a new 
type of airscrew and some new ideas in 
stream-lining.

The pilot, sweeping through the 
sky at anything over three hundred miles 
an hour, will consume oxygen, the supply” 
of which will be regulated according to 
the speed of the éngine.

GREAT SAVING OF 


TIME. 


By Over Sreciau. Representative. 


The first practical. step in the develop- 
ment of civil aviation in the Free State 
will be taken on Monday next, when 
Colonel Charles Russell, in his Vickers- 
Valiant aeroplane, takes off from Oran- 
more Aerodrome, County Galway, with 
American and local mails for London. ~— 

While other countries—some of them as 
small as Ireland—have been making rapid 

rogress in regard to civil aviation, the 

‘ree State for some years has lagged 
behind; and yet no other nation is so 
favourably situated from an aeronautic 
point of view. Experts from England and 
the Continents of Europe and America 
have realised and acknowledged the im- 
portance of Ireland's geographical posi- 
tion. They have made it clear, however, 
that the development of Ireland’s natural 
aeronautical resources must be left to 
herself. 

Colonel Russell, late Chief of the Free 
State Army Air Corps, has striven in face 
of many difficulties to create a real interest 
in the subject, and have Ireland’s natural 
advantages duly recognised and put to use,

A FRANCO-SWISS 
DIFFERENCE.

The Times to-day says :—Although the 
decision which the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice has just given at The Hague 
on the complicated question of the so-called 
free zones between France and Switzerland 
has gone in favour of the Swiss contention, 


the verdict does not. finally..settile a “problam:} 


ie which other than merely: legal considera- 
t:ons have to be taken into account, and the 
parties to the dispute are given: until May 1 
of next year in which to settle between them- 
selves the future status of the zones. The 
dispute has its origin in the . peculiar 
geographical position of the Canton of 
Geneva, of which the natural hinterland is 
French Savoy. The Canton is, indeed,.almost 
entirely surrounded by France, and connected 
with the rest of Switzerland only by the 
waters of its lake and the strip of land about 


three miles wide on ‘its northern shore. } 


Geneva is the geographical market town for 
all the land lying between the Jura’ on the 
north and north-east and the mass of. Mont 
Blanc to the south-east, most of which. 
happens to belong to France. In_conformity 
with this peculiar situation France has for 


withdrawn. her. Customs barrier. well within 
her own political boundaries, leaving to 
Geneva an area of free trade over the dis- 
tricts of Haute Savoie and the Pays de Gex, 
which constitute the area known as. the free 
zones. 

The actual question. which has just “been 
decided by the Court was whether Article 
435 of the Treaty of Versailles had jn fact 
abrogated the provisions of thé Vienna 
Treaties of 1815 and 1816,- regarding the 
status of the free zones or whether it. had 
for its object their-abrogation..

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The tramway strike in Dublin now has 
lasted a week, but still no move has 
been made with a view to arriving at 
a settlement. 

Inquiries merely brought the monotonous 
reply: “ Still no change in the situa- 
tion.” 

In one respect, however, the position has 
actually become worse. On Monday 
night the tramway rolling stock woxk- 
shops at Ballsbridge were closed, 
that: between thirty. and ferty trades. 
men, such as carpenters and black- 
smiths, have been thrown out of em” | 
ployment. It was stated that there 
was no work for these men in view of 
the stoppage of the tram service. 


Inquiry among union leaders yesterday 
showed that the closing of the workshops 
was not unexpected. Indeed, # was con- 
sidered not unlikely that. other crafts- 
men employed in repair shops would 
become involved. ‘‘Other men are still 
at work,” an official told one of our 
reporters, “but at any time it may 
become a complete stoppage.” 

While the strike continues the incon- 
venience which it causes citizens becomes 
more and more apparent. Shopping in 
town has become vwell-nigh impossible for 
many housewives,‘and ‘small traders in 
the outlying districts are reported to have 
taken unfair advantage by raising prices. 
‘Numerous complaints of profiteering have 
been made in many quarters, 


NO PROPOSALS FOR SETTLEMENT. 

In the course cf a conversation with the 
tramwaymen’s. leaders . yesterday . our 
representative was informed that they 
have been in continual touch with the 
Ministry. No proposals for a settlement 
however, had been brought up. There 
had been no conference with the company, 
and “no real diseussion of the “position 
since the strike began.” 

A further meeting of the men on strike 
was held in the Trades’. Hall, Capel street, 
yesterday. -It was addressed by Mr. 
Harold Clay, National: Secretary of the 
Passenger Service of the union; Mr. 
J. F. Gillespie, Irish Secretary, and Mr. 
T. Casey, Secretary of the Dublin branch, 
and at the close Pressmen were informed 
that the men appearetl ‘to be more 
determined now than when the dispute 
started, that there should be no reduction 
in wages. They were prepared to discuss 
proposals’ for the control and regulation 
of the transport industry, but would make 
no. sacrifice in order to secure a resump- 
tion of the tramway service. 

On Monday night officials of the tram- 
waymen’s union met a sub-committee of 
the Trades and Labour Council, which 
had promised its support if and when it 
was. required. Various unions were 
represented at the meeting, and the 
decision to support the tramwaymen in 
their cause was endorsed. 


A CIRCULAR TO ’BUS COMPANIES. 
Yesterday, in accordance with the 
resolution’ passed at the meeting, a 
circhlar was sent out. calling upon the 
various ‘bus companies, to confine 
their services to the routes’ which 
they. served before the strike began, 
and instructions were issued to the drivers 
in the employment of the companies whose 
unions are affiliated to the Trades Council. 
It. is alleged that certain ‘buses have 
been ‘diverted from “less profitable lines” 
to routes formerly served by the Dublin 
United Tramways Company s "buses, and 
strong objection is taken to such action, 
which is looked upon as “ poaching.” 
“What we are up against,” said an 
official of the strikers’ union, “is the 
introduction of additional ‘services on 
routes used by our men. We want that 
stopped before our men get back to work.” |

BRITAIN. BERLIN AND THE 
FAR EAST. 


From Revuter’’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 


The suecessful flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin to Tokyo brings within almost 
practical range the realisation of a vast 
plan for the establishment of a regular 
airship service between Berlin and the 
Far East, with stations at Leningrad and 
Harbin. 

With this end in view, it is proposed to 
erect large anchoring masts at the 
Staaken Aerodrome near Potsdam, the 
property of the Berlin Municipality. 
These masts will be sufficiently strong to 
serve as anchorage not only for Zeppelins, 
but also for the new British dirigibles 
which are about to be launched. 

A monthly service of four flights in both 
directions would necessitate the construc- 
tion of three new Zeppelins, each with 
accommodation for thirty passengers. 
The main source of revenue, however, 
would be the mails which such airships 
could carry.

NEW MEXICAN DECREE. 
| 


From Ovr Own CorresPonpent. 
 MEXIUVO CITY, Tvesday. 

The, Department of the Interior has issued 
an order to all Government representatives 
holding annexes to church buildings to re- 
turn these annexes to the Church authorities 
immediately. These buildings were seized 
three years ago along with all Church pro- 

rty, and the previous order commanding 
he return of church edifices to ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities did not mention them. 

The present order js the result of numerous 
conferences between representatives of the 
Chureh and the Department. 

The order does not include buildings now 
occupied by Federal or State authorities, or 
those which were delivered to the loca! 
authorities during the three years when the 
churches were closed. 

Probably five per cent. of the church 
annexes have. been taken over for public 
uses, such as school buildings, post offices, 
courthouses, libraries, and other Government 
offices. A vareful investivetion of there build. 
ings 18 to be made to determine the legality 
of their present use. 

Among the buildings returned by the 
decree are residences of priests, Church ad 
ministration offices, centres of recreation, and 
edifices used as church schools. . 

These buildings run into thousands, and 
the decree affects virtually every city, town 
and village in Mexico. It will permit the 
Church to function much more easily.

i MARSEILLES, Tuesday. 
Now that France has ratified her war debt 
to America, people here would like to know 
when America is going to ratify her war debt 
to Marseilles—a debt of £45,200, that dates 
from 1776, which, ‘with interest at four per 
cent., would amount to about £507,984. 


For 173 years Marseilles has been trying to. 
collect the debt, but, apart from the interest’ 


for the first 17 years, it has never received:a 
ne. That, at least, is the stor the 
farse'llais tell, and they stick to it. Amefi- 
can history is vague about the money. 

According to local historians, the debt 
arose in this way:—In 
eve .of. the outbreak of hostilities 
between Great Britain and the Colonies, a 
number of French merchant vessels from 
Marseille: was in American waters. Europe 
and the New "or! were a great deal farther 
arart then than now, and the crossing was 
full of dangers, even in peace time. As she 
rumours W war became more cminous, the 
captains of the French ships began to fear 
for the cai ‘oes entrusted to them, which 
they did not want to fall into the hands of 
British privateers. To get themselves ut 
of the ticklish situation they ‘sold their 
cargoes in the Colonies as aickly as possible, 
and took their pay entirely in cash. The 
total of this was £45,200. 

By special arrangement this sum was 
deposited in the Treasury of the newly- 
formed Constitutional Congress. The Colonies 
signed an agteement to puy back the money 
whenever it should be demanded. Then .he 
ships sailed. ho . and the war be~*n. 

Seventeen years later—in 1729-—a demand 
was made for the money. The interest was 
paid. Several attempts to collect have been 
made since then, «wut the United States 
Government has not recognised them. 

The Marseillais still hope to collect their 
money. 
and ought to be paid. They argue that if 
the money goes on long enough, collecting 
interest, it will amount to such proportions 
thet A’meiica’s failure to pay it will injure 
her credit. 

The only thing they cannot figure out is— 
supposing America should decide to pay back 
the money, who would get it? There were 
nearly a dozen creditors, in the first place, 
and in the course of nearly two centuries 
their heirs have become so :cattered that it 
would be almost impossible to find them.

BAUMES LAWS THE CAUSE. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

Alarm over the spirit of revolt in New 
York's over-crowded prisons, evidenced in 
the two recent mutinies within a week, has 
turned all penal institutions of the Stute 
into armed fortresses. 

Sing-Sing officials le. it be known that 
they are prepared to place an armed patrol 
boat on duty on the Hudson River side to 
co-operate with the 168 guards in quelling an 
outbreak which Warden Lewis Lawes admits 
may occur at any time. Meanwhile the 
guards of every jail in New York City have 
heen strengthened.in anticipation of a spread 
of the recent revolt. The authorities make 
no attempt to conceal their concern over the 
situation shown bv the outbreak at Sanne- 
mora Prison, in which three convicts wee 
shot to death and twenty wounded, in an 
attempted ‘‘break,’’ and by the Auburn riot, 
in which two more were killed and seventeen 
wounded. while four convicts eseaned. 

OVER-CROWDING OF PRISONS. 

New York prison authorities are inclined to 
hlame the situation m their institutions on 
the Baumes laws. which have resulted not 
only m the over crowding of every prison of 
the State, but in drastic curtailment of 
privileges ef convicts, particularly those of 
ald o“enders, 

Wa den Lawes of Sing-Sing. declares there 
laws, providing life imprisanment for fouth. 
time offenders and increasing penalties gene 
rally, '“have removed the last hope for its 
victims,” 

Ny. Raymond Kieb, State Commissioner of 
Corrections, in a report to Governor Roosevelt 
ot Albany, also blames the outbreaks on the 
‘*etr>inceney " of the Banmes laws, and has 
teld the Governor the State is powerless al 
present 10. prevent such riots.

The story of an unemployed and destitute 
doctor’s temptation and fall was told at Leeds 
Police Court yesterday when Dr. Jonathan 
| Shutt (36), of Lewittwell road, Harrogate, 
was charged with stealing a suitcase and tts 
contents belonging to Edward Arthur Clark, 
a commercial traveller, df Harwich,-froni a 
motor var on July 19. Detective Officer 
Downing said that, following a complaint 
made.by Mr.. Clark, he obtained. a warrant 
for the arrest of Dr. Shutt on August 12. 
He saw him and told him he had a warrant 
for his arrest on a charge of stealing a suit- 
case, He replied, ‘‘I took the suitcase. | 
have sold it for five shillings.’ 

Mr. Walsh said Dr. “Shatt qualified as 
M.R.C.S. in 1925. Sincé that time he had 
held .various posts abroad and at home. On 
July 1 he finished an ass:stantship at Pudsey, 
and then found himself out of employment. 
He had lived fora time with his Mother and 
sister at Harrogate, but was unable to 
get employment, and found himself destitute 
Un’ the day of the offence he had accom- 
panied a friend in a motor car to the rail- 
wiy station, There was a suitcase in the 
ear, and defendant was suddenly tempted to 
steal the case and sell it for ‘five shillings 
Mr. Walsh added that during the war Shutt 
had served for four years in the infantry, 
and he had borne an excellent character.

PRISON FOR BELFAST WOMAN. 


A mother addicted to drink was the cen- 
tral. figure in a sad story related in the Bel- 
fast Police Court yesterday, when Mary 
Aune Irwin, Langford street, Belfast, was 
sentenced to a nth’s imprisonment with 
hard labour for the neglect of her four chil- 
dren, David Ballard, Dora Ballard, Samuel 
Ballard; and Robert Ballard, all under 16 
years of age. , 

Defendant was a war widow who again 
married, and a summons against her second 
husband, John Irwin, Langford street, who 
was charged with having had the care of 
the children, who were neglected, was dis- 
missed with a caution. 

Miss G. Cook, Inspector of the Society 
for Cruelty to Children, told the Court of 
frequent visits she had made to the home 
of the defendants. On one occasion she 
found the mother of the children lying on 
a bed stupidly drunk. The four children 
were at a fire in the kitchen, and there was 
no fire guard. On July 27th, the date of 
witness’s last visit, she discovered that the 
woman, who was smelling strongly of drink, 
had pawned everything, and there was no 
covering on the bed. The male defendant 
also drank. The female defendant was a 
war widow, and had a pension for the chil- 
dren. 

Inspector Garvey said that he visited the 
home of the defendants in July and found 
the children badly clothed. - ‘There: was no 
covering on the bed, the mother appeared 
to be drunk, and there was very little food 
in the house.

Frank John Kilsby, a brother-in-law, said 
that Mr Pitts had been depressed and 
troubled over income tax. “ He told me a 
week last Monday about this trouble, and it 
appears his books were not fully prepared io 
meet the information required by the income 
tax people. e requested me to prepare his 
books for the year ending December, and the 
accounts tallied with the return.”

The 
Coroner, after reading it, said:—‘* There js 
nothing in this. It's only a formal letter. 
If we never had anything more serious than 
that we shouldn't hurt.’’ 

The Coroner, summing up, said that there 
was nothing to be worried about in the 
letter. It merely asks for certain returns, 


and there was no threat of proceedings. It- 


is reasonable to suppose, he added, 
Pitts was not responsible for his actions.

THREE THOUSAND SHELLS 
SCATTERED.

A GIPSY CUSTOM 
REVIVED.

REMARKABLE SOUP 
CAULDRON. 

Orders were given yesterday regarding the 
quaptities of ingredients of a’ remarkable 
broth, or soup, which is to be made in a 
great cauldron in the Yorkshire village of 
Baildon. This soup is to be prepared in 
connection with the forthcoming revival, after 
a lapse of thirty-four years, of a gipsy party, 
which was held at Baildon for generations. 

The soup will inclnde 500ibs. of meat, 
900lbs. of vegetables, 600lbs. of peas, *00lbs. 
of potatoes arid 56lbs. of onions, in addition 
to herbs, spices and condiments. 

These constituents are to be given by sup- 
porters of the effort. which is being promoted 
on behalf of local charity. The cauldron in 
which the soup, or broth, is to be cooked 
has been specially designed, made and given 
by a local firm of tank-makers, The broth 
will be issued and sold in special pint pots. 
with table spoons, at ninepence, 

The Baildon gipsy party in the sixteenth 
century was an annual gathering of genuine 
gipsy tribes; but in the eighteenth century 
their custom was perpetvated by the Gentile 
inhabitants of the surrounding countryside 
who carried out an old custom of electing a 
“king ' and ‘“‘queen’’ and the marriage of 
a “prince’’ and “ princess."’ They formed a 
camp on the moor, in tribes, selling besoms, 
clothes pegs, baskets, mats and the like, and 
providing a broth, which had as its main 
substance game, at the capture of which the 
keepers of the day had: ' winked. This 
pageantry is to be restored on Saturday, 
September 7th.

LABOURERS’ DELUSION 
ABOUT RENTS. 

The question of providing another housing 
scheme for the county was under considera- 
tion at the monthly meeting of the Donegal 
Board of Health, and it was decided to 
embark upon a scheme for Ballyshannon and 
Donegal town by way of experiment. 

The Chairman (Mr. Edward Gallien) referred 
to the meetings of tenants of labourers’ 
cottages in the county protesting against what 
was termed “ increases of rents.”’ He po'nted 
out that there were no increases of rents of 
labourers’ cottages whatever. Up till this the 
tenants paid the rates half-yearly to the rate 
collector, but now they had to pay the rent 
collector when he called monthly both the 
rent and rates combined, and this had ap- 
parently been taken as an increase. 

Mr. Francis Gallagher said that a let of 
the tenants had already refused to pay, their 
rents and rates combined, 

The Chairman said that the Board had 
spent £15,C00 on repairs to Jabourers’ cottages 
in the county, and had not put a single 
farthing extra on a tenant. 

Mr. Eugene Mahoney said that 
campaign in the county was 
organisation against paying the just ~ents, 
and, although they were badly off ‘n the 
county for additional housing eccommodation, 
this campaign was no encouragement to build. 

The Secretary was directed to notity large 
numbers of tenants who had refused to pay 
that the Board would take legal proceedings 
avainst them.
